“Midwinter ordinarily finds s 
large number of worker*, particu¬ 
larly in unskilled lioes, ou, of em¬ 
ploy meni; this winter, however, is 
sn exception to the rule, and we 
have been wholly unable to supply 
the demand for men in both skilled 
and unskilled lii.es.
